WASHINGTON (AP) — U-S. 
officials examined with interest 
today a Communist blueprint 
which indicates flexibility In 
planning for the postwar future 
of Vietnam. 
The outline of political ar­ 
rangements being discussed by 
North Vietnamese and by Viet 
Cong leaders in South Vietnam 
was sketched by Wilfred Bur­ 
chett, an Australian Communist 
correspondent, on the basis of 
his recent conversations 
in 
Vietnam. 
Burchett projected an indef­ 
inite division of Vietnam, sug­ 
gesting that leaders in Hanoi 
are prepared to forego early 
capture and communizatlon of 
the South through unification. 
He pictured North Vietnam as 
a kind of independent Commu­ 
nist country and South Vietnam 
as a neutralized non-Communist 
country under some kind of 
coalition and democratic gov­ 
ernment. 
Officials here said Communist 
acceptance of the idea of a long­ 
term, non • Communist regime 
in the South was an interesting 
indication and flexibility 
to­ 
ward underlying peace prob­ 
lems. The notion of a coalition 
government also was described 
as interesting. 
The American and Vietnam­ 


ese Communists' views of what 
the future In that ravaged coun­ 
try «fttfeht be like clashed head- 
oti, howlver, over the role of 
the National Liberation Front, 
the political arm of the Viet 
Cong guerrilla force. 
Under the Communist con­ 
cept, as reported by Burchett, 
the Liberation Front would have 
to have “a decisive place and 
voice" In settlement of the prob­ 
lems of South Vietnam. 
In the UJS. view this would be 
tantamount to turning South 
Vietnam over to Communist 
control and would therefore be 
unacceptable,

said. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
told a news conference Thurs­ 
day that the UJS. aim in the war 
is “to assure for the people of 
South Vietnam the right to 
decide their own political desti­ 
ny, free of force."

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
The United States senate demeaned itself in 
the questioning of John E. Davis, national com­ 
mander of the American Legion, on the United 
States - Russian consular treaty. 
The Legion is opposed to the adoption of the 
controversial treaty, which gives this country 
more consulates in the Soviet Union, in ex­ 
change for more Russian consulates in 
this 
country. 
There is a grave question whether this ex­ 
pansion of diplomatic activity will result in 
anything but a net loss to the United States. It 
is no secret that the Russians use their diplo­ 
matic offices for espionage. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson favors the treaty 
because he thinks it will improve East-West 
relations and ease tensions. 
J. Edgar Hoover, the federal bureau of in­ 
vestigation chief, first was believed to be op­ 
posed but now won't 
testify against it. The 
President says that Hoover has told him that 
the United States can meet the threat of the in­ 
creased espionage. 
Whether it is a good idea 
to invite more of it is a good question. 
The treaty is opposed by some of the nation's 
conservatives, the conservative press and by the 
Legion. 
Davis appeared before a senate committee to 
tell of the Legion's opposition to it. U.S. Sen. 
Stuart Symington took part in the badgering and 
berating of the top Legion official. 
The Legion's opposition is based on 
action 
taken at its national convention. 
Regardless of how any organization arrives at 
any position on any issue, skeptics always chal­ 
lenge it on the theory it doesn't represent the 
thinking of the membership. There is a sound 
basis for such doubts regardless of the method. 
Even in a poll many members won't vote. People 
don't think alike. 
But the senators in taunting tones sought to 
demolish the Legion position, treating the na­ 
tional 
commander 
as an unfriendly witness. 
They failed because Davis calmly told them 
that he thought the convention vote expressed the 
majority sentiment of members of the organiza­ 
tion.

POLITICAL SEGREGATION IN MISSOURI 
What will it be for Negroes in Missouri? 
Integration or segregation? 
We raise the subject because the 
current 
effort of Negroes to secure for themselves 
one of the ten seats in Congress from Missouri 
certainly makes the question germane. 
Negroes comprise approximately 
one-third 
of the population of the city of St. Louis. The 
St. Louis area is entitled, generally speaking, 
to three of the state's 10 Congressional seats. 
Therefore, it follows, say Negro leaders 
in 
Missouri, that one of the seats belongs to them. 
We suppose that, from a mathematical stand­ 
point, this makes sense. 
But if one is to view the overall racial picture 
in Missouri and across the land, it hardly makes 
sense for the Negroes to say, on one hand, they 
want to become as much a part of the nation as 
the white man, and on the other hand to declare 
that since the color of his skin is black, he is 
entitled to certain other privileges. 
More than 50 per cent of the city of St. Louis' 
population is Catholic, yet we do not hear pleas 
from church leaders that one-half of the city's 
congressional delegation - an impossible figure 
itself unless St. Louis will admit to some half­ 
way politicians - be Catholic. 
Approximately 
one-fourth of St. Louis' population is of Italian 
origin, yet we have not yet heard a demand from 
City Democratic Chairman Paul Berra that the 
sons of Columbus are entitled to the south St. 
Louis congressional seat. 
It is time, we believe, for Negroes 
in Mis­ 
souri and elsewhere to accept both the rights 
and responsibilities of citizenship, one of which 
is to become not black Americans but Ameri­ 
cans period, without implicit reference to race 
when it comes to matters politic. 
At the present time St. Louis Negroes 
are 
complaining that their population is split be­ 
tween the First and Third congressional dis­ 
tricts. 
This is true. But throughout the state, 
areas are divided by political boundary lines - 
it is impossible for it to be otherwise. The im­ 
portant point to be remembered is that areas 
are drawn not on racial lines - as the racial 
activists have declared - but on geographical 
lines. 
And if an outstanding Negro like State 
Senator Ted McNeal is a candidate for the Con­ 


gress, he should be elected or defeated not on 
the basis of his color but on his qualifications, 
which incidentally, are quite high. 
This latest proposal 
to divide St. Louis ra­ 
cially is, in our opinion, a disturbing element. 
We believe it could, in the short run, elect the 
state's first Negro Congressman. 
But in the 
long run it will segregate the state's 
Negro 
population as it has never been separated be­ 
fore. 
Is this what Missouri's Negro leaders want?

Protective frames to guard tractor operators 
in roll-over accidents should be standard safety 
features on all farm tractors, according to the 
National Safety Council. 
The Council's Farm Conference, which 
met 
recently, urged the American Society of Agri­ 
cultural Engineers and the Society of Automo­ 
tive Engineers to “adopt performance standards 
for basic overturn protection on farm tractors, 
including protective frames and crush-resistant 
cabs." A resolution adopted by the Conference 
also urged that the farm equipment industry make 
such protective equipment available as standard 
equipment on all farm tractors. 
The Conference pointed out that tractor over­ 
turn accidents claim more than 500 lives a year 
and that, while operators should exercise rea­ 
sonable care and adhere to recommended safety 
practices, “operator error cannot be totally 
controlled; thus, tractor overturn accidents, 
and the resultant deaths and injuries, are likely 
to continue." 
T. David McFarland, NSC agricultural safety 
engineer, pointed out that the development of 
protective frames - similar to the “roll bars" 
in race cars - has progressed rapidly within 
the farm equipment industry. 
“ ASAE and SAE standards are recognized as 
representing independent expert opinion, the 
result being greater safety for the user," 
McFarland said. 
The full text of the resolution, adopted on 
January 26, 1967, follows: 
“ Farm tractor overturn accidents 
result 
from an adverse interaction of the operator, 
tractor and environment, and are known to claim 
more than 500 lives each year. 
“ It is recognized that persons when operating 
farm tractors should exercise reasonable care 
and adhere to recommended safety practices. 
It is further recognized that operator error 
cannot be totally controlled; thus, tractor over­ 
turn accidents, and the resultant deaths and 
injuries, are likely to continue. 
“Considerable evidence is available to show 
that protective frames and crush-resistant cabs 
have potential to sharply reduce the number and 
severity of injuries to operators involved in 
tractor overtures. 
! 
“The Farm Conference therefore urges action 
on the following recommendations: 
“ 1. That the American Society of Agricultural 
Engineers and the Society of Automotive Engi­ 
neers adopt performance standards for basic 
overturn protection on farm tractors, including 
protective frames and crush-resistant cabs. 
“ 2. 
That the farm equipment industry make 
available, as standard equipment, basic operator 
overturn protection on farm tractors that will 
conform to American Society of Agricultural 
Engineers and Society of Automotive Engineers 
standards."

WASHINGTON - The unanim­ 
ous denials from all sides didn't 
give the true

Robert Ken­ 
nedy, D-N. Y., was reported 
to have picked up last week in 
Paris. 
It is significant that, before 
the senator got around to deny­ 
ing he had received any peace 
message, his office had told 
reporters 
he would have no 
comments on it until he 
had 
conferred with Washington au­ 
thorities. Not until he 
had 
talked it over with President 
Johnson did Kennedy deny that 
he had brought home a mes­ 
sage from Hanoi. 
Actually, the peace hint was 
picked up by government radio 
monitors 
before any foreign 
sources could deliver it. It 
came in the form of an inter­ 
view given by North Vietnam­ 
ese 
Foreign Minister Nguyen 
Duy Trinh to Communist news­ 
men Wilfred Burchett. 
The 
interview 
emphasized 
that suspension of the bombing 
of North Vietnam could lead to 
truce talks. 
A full report of the inter­ 
view was placed on the Presi­ 
dent's desk on January 26. He 
ordered an Immediate 
and 
through 
check as 
to wheth­ 
er this meant Hanoi had re­ 
laxed its conditions for start­ 
ing negotiations. 
The Canadians, Indians 
and 
Poles who sit on the Interna­ 
tional 
Control 
Commission 
were sounded out. Hie Vatican 
was asked whether it 
had re­ 
ceived any new peace offers. 
None of the responses 
con­ 
tained the 
slightest 
indica­ 
tion that the Hanoi government 
had 
changed 
its term s. 
On 
January 
31 a message from 
Paris advised 
that Mai Van

In any case, the 
state de­ 
partment has become highly 
skeptical 
of 
French peace 
messages, which in the past 
have 
been 
capricious. Our 
policy makers had good reason 
to suspect that the French were

When Kennedy arrived at the 
White House with his belated 
word from Paris, President 
Johnson showed him the memos 
describing 
how carefully the 
peace message already had been 
checked out. Satisfied,the sen­ 
ator simply chose to deny to the 
press that he had ever received 
a message in the first place. 
Note — Some top officials be­ 
lieve we should respond

Hanoi’s peace hint without any 
advance guarantees.

gence” theory, the United States 
and Russia are tending to be­ 
come more and more like each 
other. 
Russia 
is 
approaching 
the 
United States as a mature and 
complex 
society. Having de­ 
veloped basic heavy industry, 
it is now moving toward pro­ 
ducing an abundance of con­ 
sum er goods. The United States 
in turn is tempering 
the de­ 
ficiencies 
of the free enter­ 
prise 
system with increasing 
expansion of government’s role 
in economic planning and social 
welfare. 
According to the theory, as the 
two system s develop sim ilar 
institutions and ways of life, the 
ideological differences between 
them will become unimportant. 
The implication is that sim ilar­ 
ity breeds content; two sim ilar 
societies aren’t 
going to fight 
each other. 
One scholar disagrees. 
The 
whole covergence theory is a 
gross oversimplification, says 
Bertram D. Wolfe, a research 
fellow at Stanford’s Hoover In­ 
stitution on War, Revolution and 
Peace. 
Citing Nazi Germany, he asks, 
“ Can we forget that it was the 
technologically most advanced 
country in Europe, with the best 
social welfare laws, the highest 
degree 
of literacy 
and 
the 
greatest number of Ph.Ds. that 
developed 
first 
the most ex­ 
trem e m ilitarism and then one 
of the most rabid forms of total­ 
itarianism ?” 
What history teaches us is not 
the lesson of convergence but 
of 
divergence, asserts Wolfe. 
The Communist ideology 
and 
totalitarian structure of China 
and Russia 
differ 
from each 
other, he says, even as do the 
nationalism 
and exercise of 
great executive powers in plur­ 
al and open societies by Charles 
de Gaulle and Lyndon Johnson. 
In other words, the conver­ 
gence theory is fine - - a s 
a 
theory - - b u t don’t 
base de­ 
fense strategy upon it.

Powerful Labor Chiefs Sur­ 
round Reuther, Ready to In­ 
vade His Long Held Auto Ter­ 
ritory. 
Washington, D. C.: - Away 
back when Walter 
Reuther 
and his early legions seized 
their first 
factory in Michi­ 
gan and 
sat in for their first 
sit - in strike, 
a major 
in 
the jittery National Guard com­ 
mented 
that the redhead had 
moved with such military skill 
and 
strategic 
and 
tactical 
precision that he'd have 
a 
great career in the Army. 
Today, on the warpath again, 
Walter Philip Reuther needs 
all that precision and skill. He’s 
toe • dancing — barefoot 
- on 
the razo r's edge. 
Despite 
his power 
a n d 
prestige he could wind up los­ 
ing control of the always seeth­ 
ing, always discontented auto 
industry labor force which he 
has led for 21 years — almost 
to the day. 
He 
could 
find 
himself 
besieged. He could 
unleash 
the kind of civil 
war he has 
firmly suppressed for decades. 
The world • famed Reuther 
could 
even lose control 
of 
powerful sections 
of his un­ 
ion 
- some of which now have 
constitutional veto power over 
his 
command decisions dur­ 
ing his negotiations with 
the 
auto - making 
corporations. 
All 
this, 
to 
insiders 
and 
Reuther-ologists, is the basic 
story behing the auto union 
leader’s first big push in many 
a year. 
All this could develop 
if the 
fast-m oving Reuther fraternity 
pulled the 1.5 m illion-member 
United Auto W orkers out of that 
union of unions - the 
national 
AFL-CIO. 
If “ W alter” pulls out, he gets 
out from under “ the umbrella 
of A rticle 21.” 
Inside labor 
that’s shorthand jargon for 
a 
section in the AFL-CIO consti­ 
tution which states that brother 
and sister unions never, never 
should raid each other’s te rri­ 
tories. But if they do they must 
submit to Article 21. 
In effect, this is labor’s own 
court. 
Its chief justice is the 
soft-toned, 
general mediator 
Dave 
Cole. 
His 
decisions 
generally are binding, though 
they can be appealed to labor's 
high command. 
And Reuther has gone to Cole 
frequently with charges 
of 
raiding by other unions. 
In­ 
side labor they don't believe 
“ Walter’s” so tough. 
Many a 
construction and building union 
has tried to carve pieces out of 
the auto union’s jurisdiction - 
the electrical workers, 
the 
carpenters, the pattern makers, 
foundry workers and plumbers, 
just to name a few. Most often, 
Judge Dave cole has ruled for 
Reuther. 
But that has not wiped out the 
bitterness. At one point Reuther 
was so infuriated that he bucked 
the construction unions in the 
congress., and WhUe House. 


The building trades 
people 
have been panting for passage 
by Congress of a “ common situs 
picketing law” which would give 
them tremendous influence on 
multimillion 
dollar 
massive 
projects. 
They’ve 
fought for 
it for years. 
They have had 
all Presidents with them since 
H arry Truman. 
But Reuther balked them with 
an assist from a chap called 
Adam Clayton Powell, who once 
headed the House Education and 
Labor Committee. Adam would 
grin and say, when you 
labor 
fellows 
can get together and 
agree on what sort of law you 
want - I’ll get it through com­ 
m ittee. 
Finally they made peace. But 
then Adam got into some dif­ 
ficulty. 
There was a truce. 
But it 
will last only as long as Reuther 
stays inside the AFL-CIO. 
If he pulls out this sum m er 
and gets out from under the 
umbrella, the storm will break. 
The raids will start. And they 
will be welcomed by 
some 
factions inside the huge auto 
union. 
There are at least 200,000 
skilled trades workers in the 
auto plants. 
They now want a 
basic wage of $5 an hour. Soon 
they'll have a convention of 
their own. 
Some of them are furious with 
Reuther. some are trying to get 
out of the auto union either into 
their own outfit or the con­ 
struction unions. 
True, Reuther»s UAW has a 
contract covering them 
now. 
But if he pulls out of the AFL- 
CIO and his contracts with the 
auto companies begin expiring 
in Sept., there will be very 
little to keep bands of the skilled 
workers from hitting the bricks 
and saying they’re joining other 
outfits. 
And the other unions 
will grab them. 
Today's 
public is not aware 
that big unions are like nations 
within themselves - there are 
parties and “ democratic cau­ 
cuses” and they campaign and 
distribute 
literature, 
hold 
rallies and act like political 
organizations. 
Reuther has been in 
office 
21 years less one month. He's 
a prime target of 
these 
groups - skilled trades, white 
collar, tool and die 
people, 
etc. 
If he's in a 
national 
knockdown fight with 
the 
practiced strategists who lead 
the AFL-CIO (no mean giants, 
they), he'll be in 
a 10-front 
war. 
All of which reminds some ob­ 
servers that one of Reuther's 
favorite songs goes, “ Hold the 
fort for we are going...” It's 
an ancient battle hymn of his. 
But that fort could turn 
out 
to be a mighty lonely outpost - 
unless the teamsters come rol­ 
ling to the rescue. 
But whether they do or not, 
there's turbulence ahead 
if 
Reuther makes this 
the year 
0/ the umbrella.

U.S. Examines Red 
Plans for Vietnam 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 
officials examined with interest 
today a Communist blueprint 
which indicates flexibility In 
planning for the postwar future 
of Vietnam. 
The outline of political a r­ 
rangements being discussed by 
North Vietnamese and by Viet 
Cong leaders In South Vietnam 
was sketched by Wilfred Bur­ 
chett, an Australian Communist 
correspondent, on the basis of 
his recent conversations 
In 
Vietnam. 
Burchett projected an indef­ 
inite division of Vietnam, sug­ 
gesting that leaders in Hanoi 
are prepared to forego early 
capture and communization of 
the South through unification. 
He pictured North Vietnam as 
a kind of independent Commu­ 
nist country and South Vietnam 
as a neutralized non-Communist 
country under some kind of 
coalition and democratic gov­ 
ernment. 
Officials here said Communist 
acceptance of the idea of a long­ 
term , non • Communist regime 
in the South was an interesting 
indication and flexibility 
to­ 
ward 
underlying 
peace prob­ 
lem s. The notion of a coalition 
government also was described 
as interesting. 
The American and Vietnam­ 


ese Communists' views of what 
the future in that ravaged coun­ 
try might be like clashed head- 
on, howiver, over the role of 
the National Liberation Front, 
the political arm of the Viet 
Cong guerrilla force. 
Under the Communist con­ 
cept, as reported by Burchett, 
the Liberation Front would have 
to have “ a decisive place and 
voice" in settlement of the prob­ 
lem s of South Vietnam , 
In the UJS. view this would be 
tantamount 
to 
turning South 
Vietnam over to Communist 
control and would therefore be 
unacceptable, 
officials 
here 
said. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
told a news conference Thurs­ 
day that the UJ5. aim in the war 
is “to assure for the people of

Vietnam 
the right to 
decide their own political desti­ 
ny, free of force."

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
The United States senate demeaned itself in 
the questioning of John E. Davis, national com­ 
mander of the American Legion, on the United 
States - Russian consular treaty. 
The Legion is opposed to the adoption of the 
controversial treaty, which gives this country 
more consulates in the Soviet Union, in ex­ 
change for more Russian consulates in 
this 
country. 
There is a grave question whether this ex­ 
pansion of diplomatic activity will result in 
anything but a net loss to the United States. It 
is no secret that the Russians use their diplo­ 
matic offices for espionage. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson favors the treaty 
because he thinks it will improve East-West 
relations and ease tensions. 
J. Edgar Hoover, the federal bureau of in­ 
vestigation chief, first was believed to be op­ 
posed but now won’t 
testify against it. The 
President says that Hoover has told him that 
the United States can meet the threat of the in­ 
creased espionage. 
Whether it is a good idea 
to invite more of it is a good question. 
The treaty is opposed by some of the nation’s 
conservatives, the conservative press and by the 
Legion. 
Davis appeared before a senate committee to 
tell of the Legion’s opposition to it. U.S. Sen. 
Stuart Symington took part in the badgering and 
berating of the top Legion official. 
The Legion’s opposition is based on 
action 
taken at its national convention. 
Regardless of how any organization arrives at 
any position on any issue, skeptics always chal­ 
lenge it on the theory it doesn’t represent the 
thinking of the membership. There is a sound 
basis for such doubts regardless of the method. 
Even in a poll many members won’t vote. People 
don’t think alike. 
But the senators in taunting tones sought to 
demolish the Legion position, treating the na­ 
tional 
commander 
as an unfriendly witness. 
They failed because Davis calmly told them 
that he thought the convention vote expressed the 
majority sentiment of members of the organiza­ 
tion. 
Then the senators used a line of questioning 
that suggested that the position taken was Davis’ 
personal view instead of that of the organization 
which he represented. 
This was another crude attempt to discredit 
his testimony by arm twisting. 
...The. Legion and the veterans it represents 
has made enough contributions to the United 
States to earn a respectful hearing from 
the 
congressional committee. 
Its national com­ 
mander should not be treated in such a manner 
as to suggest that he came to Washington, D. C., 
to perpetrate some kind of hoax. 
Yet that is the way he was treated.

POLITICAL SEGREGATION IN MISSOURI 
What will it be for Negroes in Missouri 
Integration or segregation? 
We raise the subject because the 
current 
effort of Negroes to secure for themselves 
one of the ten seats in Congress from Missouri 
certainly makes the question germane. 
Negroes comprise approximately 
one-third 
of the population of the city of St. Louis. The 
St. Louis area is entitled, generally speaking, 
to three of the state’s 10 Congressional seats. 
Therefore, it follows, say Negro leaders 
in 
Missouri, that one of the seats belongs to them. 
We suppose that, from a mathematical stand­ 
point, this makes sense. 
But if one is to view the overall racial picture 
in Missouri and across the land, it hardly makes 
sense for the Negroes to say, on one hand, they 
want to become as much a part of the nation as 
the white man, and on the other hand to declare 
that since the color of his skin is black, he is 
entitled to certain other privileges. 
More than 50 per cent of the city of St. Louis’ 
population is Catholic, yet we do not hear pleas 
from church leaders that one-half of the city’s 
congressional delegation - an impossible figure 
itself unless St. Louis will admit to some half­ 
way politicians - be Catholic. 
Approximately 
one-fourth of St. Louis’ population is of Italian 
origin, yet we have not yet heard a demand from 
City Democratic Chairman Paul Berra that the 
sons of Columbus are entitled to the south St. 
Louis congressional seat. 
It is time, we believe, for Negroes 
in Mis­ 
souri and elsewhere to accept both the rights 
and responsibilities of citizenship, one of which 
is to become not black Americans but Ameri­ 
cans period, without implicit reference to race 
when it comes to matters politic. 
At the present time St. Louis Negroes 
are 
complaining that their population is split be­ 
tween the First and Third congressional dis­ 
tricts. 
This is true. But throughout the state, 
areas are divided by political boundary lines - 
it is impossible for it to be otherwise. The im­ 
portant point to be remembered is that areas 
are drawn not on racial lines - as the racial 
activists have declared - but on geographical 
lines. 
And if an outstanding Negro like State 
Senator Ted McNeal is a candidate for the Con­ 


gress, he should be elected or defeated not on 
the basis of his color but on his qualifications, 
which incidentally, are quite high. 
This latest proposal 
to divide St. Louis ra­ 
cially is, in our opinion, a disturbing element. 
We believe it could, in the short run, elect the 
state’s first Negro Congressman. 
But in the 
long run it will segregate the state’s 
Negro 
population as it has never been separated be­ 
fore. 
Is this what Missouri’s Negro leaders want?

Protective frames to guard tractor operators 
in roll-over accidents should be standard safety 
features on all farm tractors, according to the 
National Safety Council. 
The Council’s Farm Conference, which 
met 
recently, urged the American Society of Agri­ 
cultural Engineers and the Society of Automo­ 
tive Engineers to “adopt performance standards 
for basic overturn protection on farm tractors, 
including protective frames and crush-resistant 
cabs.” A resolution adopted by the Conference 
also urged that the farm equipment industry make 
such protective equipment available as standard 
equipment on all farm tractors. 
The Conference pointed out that tractor over­ 
turn accidents claim more than 500 lives a year 
and that, while operators should exercise rea­ 
sonable care and adhere to recommended safety 
practices, “operator error cannot be totally 
controlled; thus, tractor overturn accidents, 
and the resultant deaths and injuries, are likely 
to continue.” 
T. David McFarland, NSC agricultural safety 
engineer, pointed 
out that the development of 
protective frames - similar to the “roll bars” 
in race cars - has progressed rapidly within 
the farm equipment industry. 
“ASAE and SAE standards are recognized as 
representing independent expert opinion, the 
result being greater safety for the user,” 
McFarland said. 
The full text of the resolution, adopted on 
January 26, 1967, follows: 
“ Farm tractor overturn accidents 
result 
from an adverse interaction of the operator, 
tractor and environment, and are known to claim 
more than 500 lives each year. 
“ It is recognized that persons when operating 
farm tractors should exercise reasonable care 
and adhere to recommended safety practices. 
It is further recognized that operator error 
cannot be totally controlled; thus, tractor over­ 
turn accidents, and the resultant deaths and 
injuries, are likely to continue. 
“Considerable evidence is available to show 
that protective frames and crush-resistant cabs 
have potential to sharply reduce the number and 
severity of injuries to operators involved in 
tractor overturns. 
“The Farm Conference therefore urges action 
on the following recommendations: 
“ 1. That the American Society of Agricultural 
Engineers and the Society of Automotive Engi­ 
neers adopt performance standards for basic 
overturn protection on farm tractors, including 
protective frames and crush-resistant cabs. 
“ 2. 
That the farm equipment industry make 
available, as standard equipment, basic operator 
overturn protection on farm tractors that will 
conform to American Society of Agricultural 
Engineers and Society of Automotive Engineers 
standards.”

Robert Ken­ 
nedy, D-N. Y., was reported 
to have picked up last week in 
Paris. 
It is significant that, before 
the senator got around to deny­ 
ing he had received any peace 
message, his office had told 
reporters 
he would have no 
comments on it until he 
had 
conferred with Washington au­ 
thorities. Not until he 
had 
talked it over with President 
Johnson did Kennedy deny that 
he had brought home a m es­ 
sage from Hanoi. 
Actually, the peace hint was 
picked up by government radio 
monitors 
before 
any foreign 
sources could deliver it. It 
came in the form of an inter­ 
view given by North Vietnam­ 
ese 
Foreign Minister Nguyen 
Duy Trinh to Communist news­ 
men Wilfred Burchett. 
The 
interview 
emphasized 
that suspension of the bombing 
of North Vietnam could lead to 
truce talks. 
A full report of the inter­ 
view was placed on the P resi­ 
dent's desk on January 26. He 
ordered an immediate 
and 
through 
check as 
to wheth­ 
er 
this meant Hanoi had re­ 
laxed its conditions 
for sta rt­ 
ing negotiations. 
The Canadians, Indians 
and 
Poles who sit on the Interna­ 
tional 
Control 
Commission 
were sounded out. The Vatican 
was asked whether it 
had re­ 
ceived any new peace offers. 
None of the responses

bassy on January 31. 
In any case, the 
state de­ 
partment has become highly 
skeptical 
of 
French 
peace 
messages, which in the past 
have 
been 
capricious. Our 
policy makers had good reason 
to suspect that the French were 
merely 
playing 
games 
with 
us. 
When Kennedy arrived at the 
White House with his belated 
word from Paris, President 
Johnson showed him the memos 
describing 
how carefully the 
peace message already had been 
checked out. Satisfied,the sen­ 
ator simply chose to deny to the 
press that he had ever received 
a message in the first place. 
Note — Some top officials be­ 
lieve we should respond 
to 
Hanoi’s peace hint without any 
advance guarantees. The chance 
of achieving peace, they argue, 
would be worth going more than 
halfway.

According to the theory, as the

institutions and ways of life, the 
ideological differences between 
them will become unimportant. 
The implication is that sim ilar­ 
ity breeds content; two sim ilar 
societies aren’t 
going to fight 
each other. 
One scholar disagrees. 
The 
whole covergence theory is a 
gross oversimplification, says 
Bertram D. Wolfe, a research 
fellow at Stanford’s Hoover In­ 
stitution on War, Revolution and 
Peace. 
Citing Nazi Germany, he asks, 
“ Can we forget that it was the 
technologically most advanced 
country in Europe, with the best 
social welfare laws, the highest 
degree 
of literacy 
and 
the 
greatest number of Ph.Ds. that 
developed 
first 
the most ex­ 
trem e m ilitarism and then one 
of the most rabid forms of total­ 
itarianism ?” 
What history teaches us Is not 
the lesson of convergence but 
of 
divergence, asserts Wolfe. 
The Communist ideology 
and 
totalitarian structure of China 
and Russia 
differ 
from each 
other, he says, even as do the 
nationalism 
and exercise of 
great executive powers in plur­ 
al and open societies by Charles 
de Gaulle and Lyndon Johnson. 
In other words, the conver­ 
gence theory is fine — as 
a 
theory -- but don’t 
base de­ 
fense strategy upon it.

Powerful Labor Cniefs Sur- 
rouad Reuther, Ready to In­ 
vade His Long Held Auto Ter­ 
ritory. 
Washington, I). C.: - Away 
back when Walter 
Reuther 
and his early legions seized 
their first 
factory in Michi­ 
gan and 
sat in for their first 
sit - in strike, 
a major 
in 
the jittery National Guard com­ 
mented 
that the redhead had 
moved with such military skill 
and 
strategic 
and 
tactical 
precision that he'd have 
a 
great career in the Army. 
Today, on the warpath again, 
Walter Philip Reuther needs 
all that precision and skill. He's 
toe • dmcing - barefoot 
- on 
the razor's edge. 
Despite 
his power 
a n d 
prestige he could wind up los­ 
ing control of the always seeth­ 
ing, always discontented auto 
industry labor force which he 
has led for 21 years - almost 
to the dry. 
He 
could 
find 
liimself 
besieged. He could 
unleash 
the kind of civil 
war he has 
firmly suppressed for decades. 
The world • famed Reuther 
could 
even lose control 
of 
powerful sections 
of his un­ 
ion 
- some of which now have 
constitutional veto power over 
his 
command decisions dur­ 
ing his negotiations with 
the 
auto - making 
corporations. 
All 
this, 
to 
insiders 
and 
Reuther-ologists, is the basic 
story behlng the auto union 
leader’s first big push In many 
a year. 
All this could develop 
If the 
fast-moving Reuther fraternity 
pulled the 1.5 million-member 
United Auto Workers out of that 
union of unions - the 
national 
AFL-CIO. 
If “ W alter” pulls out, he gets 
out from under “ the umbrella 
of Article 21.” 
Inside labor 
that’s shorthand jargon for 
a 
section In the AFL-CIO consti­ 
tution which states that brother 
and sister unions never, never 
should raid each other’s te rri­ 
tories. But if they do they must 
submit to Article 21. 
In effect, this is labor’s own 
court. 
Its chief justice Is the 
soft-toned, 
general mediator 
Dave 
Cole. 
His 
decisions 
generally are binding, though 
they can tie appealed to labor’s 
high command. 
And Reuther has gone to Cole 
frequently with charges 
of 
raiding by other unions. 
In­ 
side labor they don’t believe 
“ W alter's” so tough. 
Many a 
construction and building union 
has tried to carve pieces out of 
the auto union’s jurisdiction - 
the electrical workers, 
the 
carpenters, the pattern makers, 
foundry workers and plumbers, 
Just to name a few. Most often, 
Judge Dave cole has ruled for 
Reuther. 
But that has not wiped out the 
bitterness. At one point Reuther 
was so infuriated that he bucked 
the construction unions in the 
Congress and White House. 


The building trades 
people 
have been panting for passage 
by Congress of a “ common situs 
picketing law” which would give 
them tremendous influence on 
multimillion 
dollar 
massive 
projects. 
They’ve 
fought for 
it for years. 
They have had 
all Presidents with them since 
Harry Truman. 
But Reuther balked them with 
an assist from a chap called 
Adam Clayton Powell, who once 
headed the House Education and 
Labor Committee. Adam would 
grin and say, when you 
labor 
fellows 
can get together and 
agree on what sort of law you 
want - I’ll get it through com­ 
m ittee. 
Finally they made peace. But 
then Adam got into some dil- 
ficulty. 
There was a truce. 
But it 
will last only as long as Reuther 
stays inside the AFL-CIO. 
If he pulls out this summer 
and gets out from under the 
umbrella, the storm will break. 
The raids will start. And they 
will l>e welcomed by 
some 
factions inside the huge auto 
union. 
There are at least 200,000 
skilled trades workers in the 
auto plants. 
They now want a 
basic wage of $5 an hour. Soon 
they’ll have a convention of 
their own. 
Some of them are furious with 
Reuther. Some are trying to get 
out of the auto union either into 
their own outfit or the con­ 
struction unions. 
True, Reuther’s UAW has a 
contract covering them 
now. 
But if he pulls out of the AFL- 
CIO and his contracts with the 
auto companies begin expiring 
in Sept., there will be very 
little to keep bands of the skilled 
w orkers from hitting the bricks 
and saying they’re joining other 
outfits. 
And the other unions 
will grab them. 
Today’s 
public is not aware 
that big unions are like nations 
within themselves - there are 
parties and “ democratic cau­ 
cuses” and they campaign and 
distribute 
literature, 
hold 
rallies and act like political 
organizations. 
Reuther has been in 
office 
21 years less one month. He’s 
a prime target of 
these 
groups - skilled trades, white 
collar, tool and die 
people, 
etc. 
If he’s in a 
national 
knockdown fight with 
the 
practiced strategists who lead 
the AFL-CIO (no mean giants, 
they), he’ll be in 
a 10-front 
war. 
All of which reminds some ob­ 
serv ers that one of Reuther’s 
favorite songs goes, “ Hold the 
fort for we are going...” It’s 
an ancient battle hymn of his. 
Rut that fort rnyld turn 
Out 
to be a mighty lonely outpost - 
unless the team sters come ro l­ 
ling to the rescue. 
But whether they do or not, 
th ere's turbulence ahead 
if 
Reuther makes this 
the year 
of the umbrella.

nlsts moved an estimated 10,000 
tons of supplies into the south­ 
ern part of North Vietnam. 
The spokesman said the North 
Vietnamese are also using the 
cease-fire to repair bomb-dam- 
aged roads and bridges. 
Navy Cmdr. Jack E. Jones of 
Lemoore, Calif., who flew over 
North Vietnam Wednesday, re­ 
ported: 
“ We saw over 
100 
trucks moving down the high­ 
ways, watched a pontoon bridge 
being built and saw six very 
large barges moving down riv­ 
er.” 
While neither the American 
command 
nor 
other 
allied 
spokesman were making re­ 
ports of activity on their side, it 
was assumed that allied forces 
were moving men, material and 
supplies at a normal rate in 
South Vietnam. This presum a­ 
bly includes the landing of re­ 
placements or other troops as 
well as the unloading of cargo. 
Allied 
military authorities 
reported that 267 incidents have 
marred the first three days of 
the truce period, but only 49 
were term ed significant, mean­ 
ing they involved allied

enemy casualties or “ obvious­ 
ly

movements. 
Neither the South Vietnamese

American 
authorities 
classed any of the incidents as 
violations of the truce.

The storm dumped HV2 inches 
of snow on Salisbury, 011 the 
lower Eastern Shore of Mary­ 
land. 
Maryland State Police said 
there were no fatalities, and 
that all state roads were open.
